STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bedford  qualified  to  vote  in 

Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house,  in  said 
town,  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next,  at  9  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  I.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  town 
clerk,  three  selectmen,  town  treasurer,  one  or  more  road 
agents,  constable,  auditors,  fish  and  game  warden,  and  all 
other  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a 
trustee  of  public  library  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Art.  II.  To  see  if  the  town  will  make  any  change  in  the 
method  of  repairing  highways. 

Art.  III.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges  in 
addition  to  that  required  by  law. 

Art.  IV.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to- 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  poor. 

Art.  V.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  town  charges. 

Art.  VI.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  public  library  in  addition  to  that 
required  by  law. 

Art.  VII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount 
on  taxes,  if  so,  fix  the  time  and  rate. 

Art.  VIII  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
railroad  tax  for  support  of  schools. 

Art.  IX.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  hire  money  if  needed. 

Art.  X.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grade  the  Swett 
Hill  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 
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Aet.  XL  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  an  iron 
watering  trough,  to  be  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  Woodbury  hill, 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Aet.  XII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  care  of  new  cemetery. 

Aet.  XIII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  choose  three 
trustees  for  the  new  cemetery. 

Aet.  XIV.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  new 
set  of  scales  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Aet.  XV.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  out  and  build 
a  public  highway,  beginning  about  forty  rods  north  of  J.  E. 
Esterbrook's  house,  running  in  a  northwesterly  direction,  to 
No.  1  schoolhouse,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Aet.  XVI.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

REPORT    OF    THE   SCHOOL    BOARD 

Foe  Year  ending   February   15,   1898. 

At  the  annual  district  meeting  of  1897,  Mary  E.  Manning 
Avas  re-elected  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  three  years, 
and  also  treasurer  of  the  district  for  the  ensuing  year. 

At  the  annual  organization,  William  W.  Darrah  was  elected 
president,  with  Jasper  P.  George  as  secretary  and  purchasing 
agent. 

No  better  method  having  been  devised  for  special  super- 
vision, and  furnishing  needed  supplies  to  the  several  schools, 
the  methods  of  former  years  have  been  pursued,  the  town  dis- 
trict being  divided  into  three  sub-districts. 

The  regular  thirty  weeks'  tuition  has  been  furnished  each 
school  during  the  year.  Though  lacking  a  sufficient  number 
of  pupils  in  No.  6  to  warrant  a  separate  school,  the  few  pupils 
residing  there  were  furnished  tuition  elsewhere,  except  during 
the  spring  term,  when  a  school  was  sustained  there. 

The  perplexing  problem  of  furnishing  the  very  best  tuition 
to  pupils  in  certain  localities,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  pupils, 
presents  itself  now  as  it  has  in  past  years. 

We  think  it  desirable  for  uniformity  in  management,  and 
general  satisfaction  of  the  parents,  that  some  definite  number 
of  pupils  shall  be  specified  as  necessary,  under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances, to  constitute  a  school.  At  present  we  have  schools 
which  we  think  can  be  better  maintained  by  consolidation  than 
by  the  scattering  of  forces,  as  any  one  can  see  to  be  the  fact  by 
consulting  the  statistical  table  of  this  report. 

However  much  it  is  thought  desirable  to  maintain  schools 
in  all  the  houses  of  the  district,  one  acquainted  with  all  the 
facts  in  the  case  can  but  see  that  better  work  can  be  done  by 
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and  for  the  pupils,  as  well  as  at  less  expense,  by  consolidation 
than  under  the  existing  system. 

If  it  is  not  thought  desirable  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
graded  school  in  town,  all  certainly  ought  to  be  willing  that  the 
best  possible  results  with  ungraded  ones  shall  be  attained. 

We  have  been  unusually  fortunate  in  retaining  during  the 
past  year  our  corps  of  efficient  and  experienced  teachers  em- 
ployed the  previous  year,  with  but  few  exceptions;  these  being 
Misses  Ayer  of  No.  2  and  Moore  of  No.  4,  though  the  former 
was  secured  for  the  spring  term  and  the  latter  for  two  terms  of 
the  year. 

We  are  sorry  to  be  compelled  to  dispense  with  the  services 
of  these  efficient  and  successful  teachers.  We  were  fortunate, 
however,  in  securing  Miss  Morison  at  No.  2  and  Miss  Crowell 
at  No.  4,  both  teachers  of  experience. 

The  school  registers  of  the  year  show  that  nine  pupils  have 
not  been  absent  or  tardy.  They  are  Alice  L.  Barnard,  William 
Murphy,  Masie  M.  Quimby,  Nellie  G-.  Fosher,  Eva  B.  Lavoie, 
Henry  Welch,  Louis  A.  Welch,  Chester  M.  Holbrook,  Harold 
A.  Holbrook. 

The  scholarship  report  cards  have  been  in  use  throughout 
the  year,  with  good  results,  we  think,  in  that  individual  inter- 
est in  the  standing  attained  by  each  pupil  is  carefully  noted 
and  commented  upon  by  fellow  pupils,  each  hoping  and  striv- 
ing to  reach  the  highest  marking. 

The  teachers  this  year,  by  following  the  instructions  of  the 
board,  have  more  nearly  equalized  the  rank  of  the  pupils 
throughout  the  district  than  was  the  showing  last  year. 

The  amount  of  money  appropriated  for  special  repairs  in 
and  about  the  houses  has  been  carefully  and  judiciously  ex- 
pended. An  equal  amount  is  respectfully  solicited  for  the 
coming  year. 

We  have  procured  two  Language  Charts  for  the  easier  and 
swifter  acquiring  of  the  rudiments  of  our  language;  also  six 
maps  of  the  United  States,  corrected  to  the  present  time.  The 
system  of  vertical  penmanship  has  also  been  introduced  and 
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exceedingly  favorable  results  have  been  secured  since  its 
adoption,  the  older  as  well  as  the  younger  portion  of  the  pupils 
readily  acquiring  this  style  of  writing. 

The  whole  school  machinery  has  met  with  less  friction  than 
has  been  the  case  in  some  previous  years,  and  we  see  no  good 
reason  why  the  same  harmony  may  not  prevail  in  the  future, 
by  mutual  endeavor  and  forbearance.

BEDFORD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


At  the  animal  town  meeting  of  1897,  George  F.  Barnard 
was  re-elected  a  trustee  of  the  library  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

The  trustees  have  received  from  the  state,  and  from  the 
library  commissioners,  during  the  past  year,  for  the  reference 
department,  several  valuable  books  and  pamphlets,  including 
the  histories  of  the  Fifth  and  Seventh  New  Hampshire  Volun- 
teer Eegiments,  also  from  J.  A.  Patten,  Esq.,  the  history  of 
the  First  New  Hampshire  Battery. 

For  the  circulating  department  we  have  received  donations 
from  Mrs.  H.  A.  Woodbury,  Mrs.  Hannah  S.  Brown,  and  Mrs. 
Mary  Chandler  Hale,  including  a  complete  set  of  Froude's 
History  of  England,  for  all  of  which  we  tender  thanks,  as  also 
to  all  persons  who  have  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  useful- 
ness of  the  library. 

"We  have  added  by  purchase  during  the  year  ninety-two  vol- 
umes, making  the  whole  number  in  the  circulating  department 
six  hundred  and  forty-four,  and  in  the  reference  department  of 
fifty-five,  all  on  the  shelves  or  otherwise  accounted  for. 

During  the  existence  of  the  library,  five  years,  we  have  had 
two  hundred  and  seventy-two  different  persons  take  books 
from  the  shelves. 

Herewith  the  treasurer  presents  his  report  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  year. 

The  library  has,  we  think,  obtained  such  a  standing  in  the 
minds  of  the  townspeople  that  with  moderate  yet  regular  ap- 
propriations, and  judicious  selection  of  new  books,  we  may 
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confidently  expect  permanency  and  usefulness.  It  has  been 
the  desire  of  the  trustees  to  guard  against  admitting  any  hook 
for  circulation  of  questionable  character,  and  if  by  any  over- 
sight on  the  part  of  the  trustees  any  book  of  that  character  is 
found  on  the  shelves,  the  finder  will  confer  a  favor  by  bring- 
ing the  fact  to  the  attention  of  the  trustees.
